Discarding a prepared text, 


Khrushchev struck hard at Red 
China's leaders. By contrast, he 
noted the late President John F. 
Kennedy said that total war in

sense," and added he thought 
President Johnson has views 
similar to his predecessor. 


"The Chinese leaders say it 


would not be a bad thing to have 
a war—one half of the people in 
the world would be destroyed 
and the other-half survive," he 
told workers at a chemical plant 
in this northern industrial city. 
"They say that after some time 
women again would bear chil- 
dren and mankind would be as 
before. People who think like 
that do not show an overabun- 
dance of brains but rather a 
lack of them. 
"Only Idiot" Doesn't Fear War 


"I say it is only a child or an 


idiot who does not fear war. If 
Hitler had known how World 
War II would end and that he 
would shoot himself, he probab- 
ly would not have started the 
war." 


Referring to Peking's accusa- 


tion that Khrushchev shrinks 
from war, Khrushchev said: 
"Shall we start war with the 
capitalist countries? With what 
country shall we start first? 
With France, West Germany, 
Italy or Great Britain? 


"Do these countries 
consist 


only of capitalists and imperial- 
ists? No, there are peasants, 
workers and intellectuals. We 
were not asked by these people 
to interfere in their internal af- 
fairs." 
Kennedy Speech Recalled 


The premier brought up Ken- 


nedy's speech, made last June 
to 
American 
University 
in 


Washington, in which the late 
president said the United States 
will never work "toward a strat- 
egy of annihilation but toward a 
strategy of peace." Khrushchev 
called the speech reasonable. 


"The United States is an im- 


perialist country but its govern- 
ment judges the world situation 
soberly. Some people have crit- 
icized 
me 
for 
praising this 


speech: I think that President 
Johnson has views similar to 
his predecessor," Khrushchev 
said.

bill providing $50 million to help 
r e b u i l d public facilities de- 
stroyed in the recent Alaskan 
earthquake. 


The bill was introduced in the 


House Monday morning, passed 
unanimously within an 
hour,

wards by voice vote in the Sen- 
ate. 


At the same time speakers in 


both Houses said the money is 
only a small portion of what's 
needed to rehabilitate the state. 
"Only Drop In Bucket" 


. "Only a drop in the bucket 
compared with the need," said 
Rep. Clarence Cannon, D-Mo., 
who introduced the bill. 


The measure provides supple 


mental money for the Presi- 
dent's Emergency Relief Fund, 
which had dipped to -$14 million 
because of outlays for damage 
caused by the flooding Ohio Riv- 
er earlier this year. 


Johnson, 
in requesting 
the 


money, said it will come from 
$400 million allotted for contin- 
gencies in the budget and will 
not affect budget totals for the 
current fiscal year. 


The President's fund is lim- 


ited to aid for public facilities 
such as sewers and roads. The 
President earlier' made $5 mil- 
lion available to the state for 
rehabilitation of facilities.

The Fringe On Top 


Fringe benfits, whkh started merely as em- 


bellishment of the pay check, have burgeoned 
to such an extent in the U. S. since the IWOs 
that they are no longer "fringe," but a sub- 
stantial part of compensation. 


In fact, union negotiators at the bargaining 


table frequently appear more .intent upon in- 
creasing adjunctive benefits than on getting 
more dollars in the pay envelope. 


Thus, fringe benefits will be at the lop of of 


the agenda when Walter Reuther of the United 
Auto Workers confronts the Big Three auto 
makers at the bargaining table this summer. 
The subject undoubtedly will occupy the attent- 
ion of leaders of other large unions as their con- 
tracts expire. 


In western Pennsylvania, Ohio and West 


Virginia several thousand coal miners struck be- 
cause their officers accepted a $2 a day pay in- 
crease instead of fighting far fringe benefits. 


Behind the preoccupation with fringe bene- 


fits for union members and management per- 
sonnel alike is, of course, the desire for more 
leisure without sacrificing financial security. 
Also a consideration is tax avoidance. Workers, 
for instance, prefer that some of their wage in- 
creases be in the form of tax-free, company- 
paid health insurance. 


The greatest consideration by far is the 


sense of security inherent in the side benefits. 
If the money which the companies set aside for 
health insurance, for example, were put in the 
pay envelope, it probably would be spent other- 
wise. Unions seem quite satisfied to -shift a 
normally personal responsibility from the work- 
er to the company. 


But whether fringe benefit or additional 


cash, both enter into the cost of production. Ul- 
timately to be paid by the consumer, of course.

The Latest Contagion 


When isolated "instances tend to create a pattern, 


the temptation is to see a conspiracy at work. But the 
pattern may not be the result of a conspiracy; it may 
| merely indicate' the presence of a contagion. 


The latest contagion, which threatens to have its 


adverse effects on U. S. foreign and military policy, 
is (o see in dedication to the safety of the nation noth- 
ing more than a form of madness. Item: the popularity of 
the allegedly funny picture about the atom bomb, "Dr. 
Strangetove." Item: the enormous sales of the novel 
about push-button-war-gone-wrong, "Fail-Safe." Item: 
the acclaim for the bit of fiction-made-into-movie, "Sev- 
en Days in May," which is about a military sub- 
version of U. S. democracy. Item: Stanford University 
Professor Arnold Rogow's recent attempt to explain 
the career of James Forrestal, our first Secretary of 
Defense, in terms of Freudian fixations. 


The common denominator of this sort-of literary 


and dram tic output is a resentment, whether open 
or latent, of anybody and everybody who has tried 
to rise a few degrees above self-interest in the 
period of the Cold War. The nuclear bomb, accord- 
ing to this particular school of thinking, has been 
pushed not to provide an umbrella of safety for 
the numerically inferior West but merely as a form 
of grim gamesmanship that is of career advantage 
(o psychopathic generals and scientists. Tragically, 
the contagion of this sort of thinking coincides with 
the drive to put over the view that Communism h 
changing its spots, at least insofar as Europe, 
Africa and South America are concerned. A com- 
pound contagion, go to speak. Communism may 
Indeed change its spots, as is prophesied, but if 
It does it will be because of our strength, not our 
weakness. 


The Rogow biography of James Forrestal, which is 


being currently advertised with a picture of an almost 
lipless man with haunted eyes, is probably the most 
dangerous example of the current contagion, for, unlike 
the "Fail-Safe"-type novels and movies, it purports to 
take off from hard, indisputable fact. What Professor 
Rogow does is to try to prove a connection between 
certain events of James Forrestal's childhood and 
early career in business and his later insistence, voiced 
at the time of Yalta, that Soviet Russia might become 
the enemy of the West after Fascism and Japanese 
imperialism had been liquidated. The implication is 
that a feeling of inferiority acquired in his youth creat- 
ed a necessity for Forrestal to turn Russia into a bogey 
man. So, with Forrestal's help, we got the bogey man. 


This curious attempt to explain the West's reaction 


to the Cold War in terms of mental illness is in itself 
a sick manifestation. Suppose that Forrestal did have 
a harsh childhood (though Rogow hardly proves the 
point). Suppose that he did strive to make a good 
club at Princeton, and later sought to succeed in Wall 
Street. Suppose, even, that his marriage was as un- 
happy and unsuccessful as Professor Rogow says it 
was. Even if all these things are true, do any of them 
change the objective reality of James Forrestal's times 
and his public career? 


The fact, as the professor does not deny, is that 


Forreslal's work on procurement reorganization 
gave us the powerful navy that drove the Japanese 
back to their home islands while most of «ur mili- 
tary strength was being deployed in Europe. The 
fact is that Forrestal, in common with Bill Bultitt, 


| 
General MacArthur and a few others, guessed the 
probable course of Cold War events before thf more 
shortsighted statesmen and military me* of IMS- 
IMS realized what was up. 


Freud, smeud! If it took a lough mother and an 


immigrant family father to produce a Forrestal, we 
need more 
tough mothers 
and immigrant

fathers. The next thing ymi know we'll be having books 
to prove that Lewis Strauss, of Atomic Energy Com- 
mission fame, derived his suspicion of Stalin's motives 
from a parental spanking for thumb-sucking, or that 
Karry Truman stood up to the Communists in Greece 
and Korea because he had to exorcise Uie memory of 
hiding in a rain barrel from some Missouri roughnecks 
when he was 6 years old. 


What they will do with General MacArthur. whose 


ideas often ran parallel to Forrestal's, is a question. 
MacArthur happened to admire his father and he loved 
his mother.

more by the D. C. courts. 


Four days after Bolton's blast, 


the plaintiffs went back for still 
another try. They used the iden- 
tical language in their court ap- 
peal that Solton had offered up 
in the House. But Judge David 
A. Pine was unimpressed. 


"I do not want 'to be imposed 


on," he lectured the plaintiffs, 
"by having a rehearing of what 
Judge McGarraghy has already 
heard anci decided."

Rockefeller May Force Goldwater Into Debate 


LOS ANGELES—Close to 7,500 


people had come to a big new ho- 
tel here, with no better induce- 
ment than a chance to shake Gov- 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller's hand 
and drink a glass of pink non-alco- 
holic punch. The Governor was 
therefore ebullient, but his staff 
officers 
were 
noticeably blue 


around, the gills. 


The cause of this blue mood 


was not far to seek. The first post- 
New Hampshire opinion tests had 
just shown Senator Barry Gold- 
water leading Governor Rocke- 
feller by a four to three margin, 
with a strangely high proportion 
of California Republicans throw- 
ing sway their votes on the ever- 
running, never-winning candidate, 
Harold Stassen. 


In sum, there are no signs in 


California, as yet, of any surge 
of support for Rockefeller. And 
this is all the more disappointing, 
in view of the intensive, expensive 
and efficient organizational work 
of the Governor's political lieuten- 
ants and the announced support 
for Rockefeller by the most re- 
spected Republicans, like Sena- 
tor Thomas Kuchel. 


This has brought to a 'head a 


disagreement about strategy be- 
tween the Governor himself and 
the professional political manag- 
ers, 
Spencer-Roberts 
Associates, 


whom he has hired to handle his 
California campaign. The Spencer- 
Roberts people have advised from 
the first against .the kind of cam- 
paign that "would knock the party 
to pieces for a long time to come." 


Rockefeller, meanwhile, has al- 


ways doubted the effectiveness of 
this kind of bland, "constructive" 
campaign. He has wanted to go af- 
ter Senator Goldwater hammer 
and tongs, forcing him to discuss 
specific issues, as he was forced 
to do in New Hampshire with 
such lamentable and even comic 
results. 


It is very clear that this is

precisely the kind of campaign the 
Goldwater 
strategists 
hope to 


avoid. A day or so before the 
Rockefeller foray into Los Ange- 
les, both candidates did their stuff 
In San Francisco. The distinctly 
gamy bcand of Goldwater conserv- 
atism had obviously been sani- 
tized, deodorized and homogenized 
for the occasion. 


Off the cuff, the conservative 


hero was still volunteering such 
remarkable statements as: "Al!

he now explained politely that he 
and Kuchel were in firm agree- 
ment "83 per cent of the time."

Republican generalities and safe 
attacks on the Johnson adminis- 
tration's foreign policy.

Inside Washington

COMPTROLLER — One of the 


unhappiest men in official Wash- 
ington these days is Jaines J. 
Saxon, comptroller of the cur- 
rency. If it weren't for the eso- 
teric, financial nature of his job, 
he'd probably be the subject of 
screaming headlines — and on his 
way out of the administration. 


Saxon has sought to increase 


competition in banking by permit- 
ting the establishment of num- 
erous new banks throughout the 
country. He's granted more new 
charters than any of his prede- 
cessors 
and has incurred the 


wrath of some mighty political 
figures in the process. Saxon has 
also issued regulations and taken 
positions contrary to those of oth- 
er Washington bank regulatory 
agencies such as the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corp. He's picked 
a couple of hefty fights with the 
Securities 
and Exchange Com- 


mission over who should regulate 
the financial reporting of banks, 
and how. 


But Saxon lost his battles the 


other day, and in a spectacular 
manner.: The director of the Bur- 
eau of the Budget, who speaks for 
(he White House, notified Congress 
that Saxon's, fight with the SEC 
was his own and that the Johnson 
administration supported the SEC 
in the matter. 


Then, President Johnson ordered 


Treasury Secretary Douglas Dil- 
lon to co-ordinate the activities of 
Saxon, the Federal Reserve Board 
and the FDIC, a thinly veiled hint 
that Saxon can no longer announce 
positions contrary to those of the 
other agencies. 


It was the most direct slap that 


Johnson has administered to any 
man in his administration and 
probably means that Saxon will 
not be reappointed to his job when 
his present term expires. 


the John Birchers and other ex- 
tremists who constitute about one- 
third of the California Republi- 
cans, will forgive the Senator for 
once, even if he does not feed 
them the raw meat they really 
prefer. Naturally, they would like 
it better if he went on denounc- 
ing the graduated income tax and 
other "socialistic" outrages; but 
they will vote for him even if he 
does not perform in the same old 
way they love so much. 


Meanwhile, there is no strong 


enthusiasm for Governor Rocke- 
feller among the other two-thirds 
of California Republicans. Hence 
if Goldwater can just avoid fright- 
ening these more moderate Re- 
publicans, he ought to take Cali- 
fornia's 85 delegates from Rocke- 
feller. 
The question is, then, whether 
Governor Rockefeller can drive 
the Senator to alarm and alienate 
the California voters by the sort 
of self-revelation that did so much 
damage to the Goldwater cause in 
the 
New Hampshire 
primary. 


Rockefeller certainly cannot do 
this if he continues to be bland 
and "constructive." 


But if Governor Rockefeller as- 


sumes the offensive, reading the- 
record of all the singular positions 
Goldwater has taken in his years 
on the extreme-conservative 
lec- 


ture circuit, a very different out- 
come will be possible. 


Senator Goldwater will of course 


explain that he does not any long- 
er wish to invade Cuba immedi- 
ately, or dismantle the social se- 
curity system, or abolish the grad- 
uated income tax, or condemn 
President Eisenhower. He 
will 


claim, indeed, that it is unfair and 
immoral to refer to such subjects. 


Yet the record shows that very 


odd results ensue when Goldwater 
is forced to -V'ate specific issues. 
And that, one may guess, is what 
Rockefeller will try to do now.

Syphilis Hard To Fight When It Stays In Hiding 


Syphilis has created a paradox 


for the medical profession. We 
have excellent methods of detect- 
ing the condition, but the number 
of new cases continues to mount. 
The statistics in public health de- 
partments cannot be considered 
accurate because up to 90 per 
cent of these infections are not 
reported. 


The family physician protects 


the patient. This is understand- 
able because of ' the stigma of 
guilt, sex, and fear involved in 
acquiring the disease. The chief 
objection to this form of secrecy 
is that the person who transmitted 
the infection remains at large and 
is free to pass it along to others. 
This may be one of the major

reasons why syphilis is on the 
rise.

The antibiotics such as peni- 


cillin, erythromycin, and cetra- 
cycline have proved effective in 
early syphilis. The 19-year ex- 
perience of Dr. F. J. G. Jer'feriss 
of England is noteworthy. He 
never lias known an early case 
that did not respond to 2.4 mil- 
lion units of penicillin when given 
over an eight-day period. Fur- 
thermore, there never has been 
a relapse. On the other hand, re- 
lapse may occur after a period of 
time, stressing the importance nf 
follow-. 
blood tests. 


If signs or symptoms of the

disease recur, this does not nec- 
essarily represent a true relapse; 
reinfection may be responsible. 
This situation is common among 
the sexually promiscuous. 


Prior to Ihe discovery that pen- 


icillin cured syphilis, the victim 
was treated at weekly intervals 
for three to five years. Relapses 
were rare during that time, ore- 
sumably because the prolonged 
treatment with the arsenicals and 
bismuth prevented the manifes- 
tations of reinfection. This does 
not happen following the eight- 
day penicillin treatment. Conse- 
quently, more and more individ- 
uals are having "relapses" — ac- 
tually, reinfections.

tional was first raised by Sen. 
Hugh Scott R-Pa., who, on more

Philadelphia law firm has also 
represented banking "interests. 


Scott's charges were picked up 


by Congressman Boltnon, who hap-

smuggle out valuable 
informa- 


tion until he was forced to fie* 
in 1961. 


Like anyone who crosses th« 


KGB, he has been in constant 
fear of his life, and the strain 
has been too much for him. Last 
summer he began having hallu- 
cinations. 


Though a Pole, he fancied him- 


self a Romanoff, a member, of the 
Russian royal family. He also 
mistakenly thought he had hemo- 
philia, a tendency to bleed pro- 
fusely from the most minor cuts. 


Then he began seeing Com- 


munist agents behind every other 
desk at the CIA, the 
agency 


which not only had recruited him 
but was still paying his bills.,'. 


Goleniewski also spun a wild 


yarn about how $1,000,000 in Cr& 
funds had fallen into KGB hands, 
half of which had been pumped 
back into the United States to 
finance Communist operations/ 


These stories inevitably reach- 


ed Capitol Hill, where they were 
eagerly believed by Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, D-S. C. and Congress- 
man Michael Feighan, D-Ohib, 
who take a conspiratorial view of 
events. 


They have talked to the dis- 


turbed defector, who has offered 
no evidence except his own tor- 
tured testimony. Sadly, the CIA 
has tried lo persuade Goleniewski 
to get psychiatric help, but he is 
darkly suspicious that this is a 
plot to silence him. 


Perhaps those who so eagerly 


swallow his fantastic tales should 
consult psychiatrists, too.

Overtime And Jobs 


By Helen B. Shaffer 


WASHINGTON - Proposals to 


boost overtime pay are becoming 
a subject of vigorous controversy 
involving Congress, labor unions, 
and business and industry. 
The 


Johnson administration, 
seeking 


new ways to help solve the prob- 
lem of persistent unemployment, 
has sponsored a bill to raise the 
rate of overtime pay from the 
usual time and one-half to double 
the basic wage rate. Meanwhile, 
leading labor unions fiave been 
working for double overtime pay 
t h r o u g h .collective bargaining. 
More money for overtime will be 
one of the demands presented to 
the Big Three automobile manu- 
facturers in July by the United 
Auto Workers. 


The administration differs with 


the labor unions on one important 
point. 
The unions would couple 


an overtime pay increase with a 
reduction-of the basic work week 
to 35 hours, whereas President 
Johnson fears that shortening the 
present work week of 40 hours 
would have inflationary effects. 
The administration's bill, intro- 
duced, in the House of Representa- 
tives at the end of January, is 
therefore limited to amending the 
overtime provisions of the Fail- 
Labor Standards Act. 
And it 


would require payment of double 
pay for overtime, not generally, 
but only in industries found, to be 
making excessive use of overtime 
work. 


Although the 
administration's 


bil lis not expected to be enacted 
during the present session of Con- 
gress, the extended hearings given 
the measure this year by a House 
Labor subcommittee 
may 
!ay 


the ground work for later action. 
Strenuous attacks on the proposal 
by representatives of business and 
industry have brought out its con- 
troversial nature. 
The U. S. 


Chamber of Commerce has sum- 
moned businessmen from all over 
the country to a one-day con- 
ference in Washington on April 8 
"to mobilize business opposition" 
to the bill. 


The purpose of requiring pay- 


ment of double time for overtime 
is to make the scheduling of over- 
time work so costly that employ- 
ers will find it to their advantage 
to hire additional workers at reg- 
ular rates of pay. 
Double-time- 


for-overtime is thus advanced as 
a share - the - work device. 
The 


time-and-one-half provision of 
existing law was similarly viewed 
in 4938. 
When the Fair Labor 


Standards Act went on the statute 
books that year, one-fourth of the 
nation's labor force was out of 
work. 
But World War II soon 


subordinated t h e work - sharing 
function of the act. 
With labor 


in short supply, the hours of most 
workers were pushed well beyond 
40 a week, and the overtime rule 
substantially boosted take-home 
pay 
despite freezing of 
wage 


rates. 


Now thai unemployment is once 


more a problem, penalty rates 
for overtitme are looked to again 
as a means of spreading work. 
Now, however, the time-and-a-half 
rate is not effective to that end. 
New and increased fringe bene- 
fits have made it so expensive 
to take on additional employees 
that in most cases when 
the 


work load mounts—especially for 
periods of limited duration — an 
employer comes out ahead by 


working his regular force longey 
hours at premium pay. 
' 


Secretary of Labor W. Willard 


Wirtz told a House Labor sub- 
committee last Feb. 17 that in an 
automobile -plant 'in which- the 
basic hourly rate of pay was $2.97, 
it might cost the manufactured 
as much as $4.71 an hour in basic 
pay, fringe benefits, and supple- 
mentary unemployment benefits 
after lay-off—for each additional 
worker he hired when production 
schedules were heavy. 
But if 


regular workers were put on over- 
time at time and a half, the com- 
parable cost would be only $4.46 
an hour. 


The debate on overtime pay con- 


cerns basically the question of 
whether a higher 
penalty rate 


would actually create enough new 
jobs to make an appreciable dent 
in unemployment. 
Arguing that 


it would, Secretary Wirtz pointed 
out -that a double-time requite* 


;ment would raise the cost of th« 
regular worker on overtime to 
$5.94 an hour in the case cited 
above. 
The contention is that, 


under the pressure of so I'arga 
an adverse differential, employees 
would choose the alternative of 
taking on additional workers. If 
that is so, the effects of doubta 
overtime pay might be far-reach- 
ing. 
Labor Department studies 


show that if all overtime worked 
in industries covered by the Fair 
Labor Standards Act last year 
were converted 
into 
40-hour-a- 


week schedules, there would theo- 
retically be IV* million additional 
jobs. 


Business leaders challenge any 


assumption that raising the cost 
of 
overtime 
would necessarily 


create jobs. 
They take the view 


that overtime is an indispensable 
feature of the American industrial 
process, that it is necessary to 
sustain operating flexibility.
